The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-16, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the article by Sakata et al. Sakata et al disclose a method for the 
photocatalytic conversion of methanol by irradiating a suspension of the methanol and 
lead oxide with irradiation whose wavelength is longer than 420 nm. (See the Abstract.) 
The difference between the process disclosed by Sakata et al, and that recited in 
applicants' claims, is that Sakata et al do not disclose that the irradiation should be 
accomplished through laser radiation. It would be obvious to provide the irradiation in 
the process of Sakata et al by laser irradiation, since one of ordinary skill in the art 
would appreciate that any form of radiation could be used, so long as the wavelength is 
longer than 420 nm. There is no evidence on record of unexpected results which would 
emanate from the use of laser radiation, as opposed to other forms of radiation in the 
process of Sakata et al. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-16, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the article by Zabidi et al. No 
distinction is seen between the process disclosed by Zabidi et al, and that recited in 
claims 1-16, 23 and 24. Zabidi et al disclose a process for the photocata lytic generation 
of hydrogen from methanol in the presence of laser irradiation at wavelengths of 308, 
313, 405 and 436 nm. (See the Abstract and Fig. 1 and its description.) 

The other references are made of record for disclosing the photocatalytic 
generation of hydrogen.
